However opinions may differ 
regarding various aspects of the 
present war, if civilised unanimity 
lis to be found on any of: them, 
it is to be found in the case of 
Poland. For that reason, Mr. 
Winston Churchill’s momentous 
statement in the British House of 
Commons yesterday cannot but 
give rise to grave concern. The 
immediate cause of the war was 
Germany’s invasion of Polish 
soil. Britain and France, both of 
whom had guaranteed Poland's 
sovereignty, sprang to arms five 
years ago in loyalty to their 
pledged words; and it is not too 
much to say that if there had 
been no attack on Poland there 
‘would have been no war.

1939, Herr Ribbentrop, the 
German Foreign Secretary, made 
a pact with Marshal Stalin 
“finally partitioning Poland.”

Irish Poetry 


Anthologies, it seems, are in 
the air. Early this year The Bell 
produced a little book of poems 
which had been published in its 
pages, at the very modest price 
of one shilling and sixpence. The 
reaction was favourable, and the 
suggestion was made by at least 
one reviewer that other Irish 
periodicals might present to the 
public in the same way a selec- 
tion of verse from their columns.

Seumas 
O'Sullivan, editor of the Dublin 
Magazine, and himself one of our 
most honoured poets, has culled 
from his journal’s pages the poems 
which he likes best, and has pub- 
lished them under the disarming 
title of “Editor’s Choice.” Readers 
of our Literary Page this morn- 
ing will learn more of this grace- 
ful little volume, which contains 
the cream of the verse from a 
magazine that has given a home 
to Irish poetry for more than 
twenty-five years. The regular 
publication of poems in the Irish 
Times dates back for no more than 
ten years; but in that time almost 
all notable Irish poets, includ- 
ing Yeats himself, and many 
“foreigners,” have contributed 
their work to the Literary Page. 
“Poems from Ireland,” then, the 
selection of verse from this news- 
paper which was published a few 
days ago, has a special interest; 
for it can claim to be the most 
widely representative anthology 
of Irish poetry produced since 
Mr. Lennox Robinson’s “ Golden 
Treasury of Irish Verse.” All 
these volumes are symptoms of 
the greatly increased interest 
taken in poetry in this country. 
This is a poetic generation—or, 
at least, a generation prolific in 
poetry. The Muse has come 
down into the fields and the 
market place; and it is not for 
our own age to say whether she 
has proved to be at home there. 
Anthologies make ideal Christmas 
presents, and for this reason it 
is regrettable that the 7.C.D. 
anthology is not to come until 
February of next year. In that 
month 7.C.D.: A College Miscel- 
lany celebrates its fiftieth year of 
continuous publication by the 
students. In honour of this 
notable birthday, it is proposed 
to issue, in book form, a selection 
from the verse and prose that 
have graced the pages of the 
Miscellany during its active, if 
unruly, life. 7.C.D. is almost 
the only periodical in Ireland 
which preserves the great tradi- 
tion of light verse. The forth- 
coming birthday book will be 
welcome if it shows the lighter 
side of a national character 
whose more serious moods are 
enshrined in the other anthologies.

Having had experience of the 
Coveragseat s Fish Prices Control 
Order for the past week, Dublin 
wholesalers state that not only will 
it result in considerable unemploy-
